Army service for men is to be 
three months from next 


The Cabinet yesterday endorsed 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan's 
announcement that, “after an ex- 
amination of the issue by the Gen- 
eral Staff, it has been decided to 
cut military service for men start- 
ing from April 1, 1974, from 36 
months to 33 months.“ 


The cut will affect soldiers in uni- 
form on April 1, 1974 as well as 
those who enlist after that date. 

The period of service for girls re- 
mains at 20 months. 

As usual on questions of defence 
policy, the Cabinet Secretary, Mi- 
thael Arnon, was reluctant to di- 
vulge details of the discussion in 
the Cabinet. He thus did not explain 
how the Army and the Defence 
Ministry seem to have changed 
their minds since January, when the 
Chief of Staff told the Cabinet that 
8. cut in service was impossible. 
Rav-Aluf Blazar explained then'that 
by keeping the compulsory term at 
three years, it was possible to re- 
@uce the annual period served by

NEW YORK (AP). — The current 
tribel killings in the African State 
of Burund! are even more incom- 
prehensibly savage than last year’s, 


which took an estimated 250,000 
lives, 


This is the comment of the week- 
iy “America,” publighed by the 
Jesuits of the U.S. and Canada, 
which also urges the U.S. to try 
to halt the slaughter by’ boycotting 
Burundi’s coffee crop. 


The weekly commented: “The 
fact of 250,000 dead in Burundi's 
tribal massacres of last year was 
incomprehensible enough. More in- 
Gompreneneibie. is the fact that 
another slaugater appears to be 
under way thig small Central 
African Sey and that the press 
is giving the event Its usual seant 
attention. 

“According to eyewitness reports, 
mostly from missionaries, the sight 
of mutilated bodies, disembowelled 
women and eviscerated children is 
8. frequent experience. Truckloads of 
corpses have been seen near the 
capital ctty of Bujumbura. In recent 
weeks 26,000 members of the Hutu 
tribe have reportedly fled as re- 
fugees into neighbouring Tanzania. 

“The present wave of violence 
began with an uprising of oppressed 
Hutus on May 15. Though the re- 


‘savage’ 
volt waz put down, it set off a new 
round of reprisals by the dominant 
Tutsis who, though they constitute 
only 15 per cert of the total popu- 
jation of 3.5 milion, actually control 
the government. Just ‘as last year, 
thelr target ls the educated Hutu, 
whom the Tutsis seek to prevent 
from control of the govern- 
ment: But the kDlings are now not 
confined to the educated. 

In Dar-es-Salaam, Tanzania, Bu- 
rundi Foreign Minister Artemon | 
Simbaniye and Tanzanian President 
Sullus Nyerere were expected to 
meet later yesterday to discuss troop 
clashes on the border between the 
two countries, 

Mr. Simbaniye is expected to ask 
Mr. Nyerere to lift the ban on 
Burundi goods at Tanzanian ports, 
sources ‘said. Barundi fs landlocked 


and its main outlet is through 
Tanzania. 


Meanwhile, Tanzanian Foreign 
Minister John Malecela said that 
Tanzania would reactvery strong- 
ly” if attacks on Tanzania were 
renewed. More than 40,000 Hutu 
refugees have crossed into Tanzania 
from Burundi, Mr. Malecela added.

Two Italian monks have been bon- 
oured for saving Jews during World 
War If by having trees planted in 
the Avenue of the Righteous Gen- 
tiles at Yad Vashem. 

Don Giovanni Simioni and Don 
Angelo Della Torre are visiting Is- 
rael now, sithough two fellow 
monks who shared in the rescue 
action also received the Yad Va- 
shem -medal of ‘honour, but were 
unable to come with them. 

In 1943 Don Giovanni hid 13 
Jewish men, women and children 


in the cellar of his monastery in 
Florence. When the Jews could no 
longer be hidden, Don Gtovannt riak- 
ed his life by taking them in small 
groups to another monastery near 
Trebozo in the north. The opera- 
tion was especially dangerous since 
the transfers were made by train 
and none of the Jews spoke Italian 
or had any kind of papers.

He added: “A‘<close look at these 
two indices will show they were 
pulled upward not by a radical rise 
in prices of one or two items; every 
‘component in each index contributed 
to the rise.
